Drumbo Park layout in principle. The Board outlined several areas of concern, 
and also requested that Council advertise for 4 persons to serve on the 
Parks Board. Council noted the areas of concern, and concurred with the 
recommendation to advertise for persons to serve on the Advisory Board. 

Upper Thames River Conservation Authority advised that the following 
changes in their proposal to reduce the membership were initiated in response 
to comments from municipalities affected. 

1. The Township of East Zorra-Tavistock and the Township of Blandford- 
Blenheim are merged as one area with 2 members. 

2. The County of Oxford would experience a reduction in total of 4 
members from the present membership of 14 members/ based on the percentage 
of population, assessment, and geographic size of a municipality in the 
watershed. 

Ministry of Transportation and Communications advised that a further 1984 
subsidy payment in the amount of $98,300.00 will be forwarded to the 
municipality. 

Mr. & Mrs. Spencer Howes requested Council's consideration in having 
the speed limit on Township Road #2 immediately west of County Road #3 
reduced to 50 km. per hour similar to the speed limit east of County Road 
#3. Council will consider the matter at a subsequent meeting. 

Ministry of Transportation and Communications acknowledged receipt of 
Council's resolution supporting the submission of the Ontario Good Roads 
Association with respect to inadequate road funding in the Province. 

Grand River Conservation Authority advised that they have no objection 
to the Jacobson Drain Branch A proposal. 

The Regional Assessment Office returned the 1984 assessment roll for 
1985 taxation purposes. The assessment total for 1985 taxation is 
15,445,039, a decrease of 29,376 assessment (.19%) over the 1984 assessment 
total. 

Ministry of the Environment commented on the Plattsville Sewage and 
Water Service rates. The Ministry advised that an increase of 5% will be 
applied to the service charges, however, the Ministry felt the current 
by-laws and rates would be sufficient to raise the required revenue. 

Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing advised that a Municipal Tax 
Sales Act Seminar will be conducted on Tuesday, January 15th, 1985 at the 
Woodstock City Hall. Council authorized staff members to attend the seminar.

$120.00 per week for the summer period. The pick-up truck and trailer 
contained approximately 3 cubic yards of recyclable items from a normal 
volume of 15 cubic yards on the garbage packer, resulting in a 20% saving 
in volume of garbage. Based on 168 residential units in Drumbo, with a 
$120.00 per week additional charge to pick-up and dispose of the items for 
recycling, an annual charge of $37.14 would be required to continue the 
program for Drumbo only .
